1 (AP)—Russia’s Jacob Malik took 
over aS president of the United 
Nations Security Council today 
and ruled immediately that Na- 
tionalist China was sitting illegal- 
ly in the session. 

The United States and Britain 
challenged the ruling of the chair- 
man, who ended his seven-month 
boycott of the U.N. to assume his 
duties as presiding officer for 
August. 

Before returning Malik made it 
clear that he would insist on ac- 
tion on the China _ recognition 
question before he would enter 
discussions on Korean peace. 

The session was called to order 
at 2:12 p.m. When Malik ruled 
that the Chinese delegate, T. S. 
Tsiang, could not take part in 
Council deliberations, Warren R. 
Austin, United States delegate, 
immediately rose to protest. Sir 
Gladwyn Jebb, British delegation, 
also voiced a challenge. 

Britain and France both called 
for a vote on the ruling. 

Norway also joined in the pro- 
test, but India announced its sup- 
port of Malik’s decision. 

Malik Tries to Seat Reds. 

Malik was seeking to seat Com- 
munist China in place of the rep- 
resentative of Chiang Kai-shek. 
This was the issue over which he 
had walked out last January. 

Malik said “enemies of the 
Chinese people” were keeping 
legitimate representatives of 
China from sitting in the U.N. 

He contended the “reactionary” 
Government of Chiang ‘was now 
being ranked by the United States 
among the free peoples. But he 
said the United States, by presi- 
dential authority, was considering 
Nationalist China as under author- 
ity of the United States State De- 
partment, 

Tsiang and four Chinese advis- 
ers sat impassively as Malik 
spoke. 

Austin said: 

“IT am not certain that the Se- 
curity Council is in a condition, 
in a parliamentary sense, to give 
any validity at all to a ruling of 
this sort by the president of the 
council, I don’t care, however, 
to discuss this question. 

“My purpose is to challenge the 
authority of any president of the 
Security Council—I am not talk- 
ing about the particular present 
president, though what I have to 
say applies to him by the accident 
that he is.in the chair at this 
time. 

“But I raise the question 
whether any president of the 
Security Council can, by arbitrary 
fiat, rule upon the status of a

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AT THE FRONT WITH THE 
U.S.A.F., In Korea, Aug. 1—One 
reason we are losing in Korea is 
that we are trying to fight a 
mechanized European-type of war 
against an Indian-fighting enemy 
in terrain better suited to moun- 


tain goats than men. 


This was admitted by a high- 
ranking Pentagon observer who 
had just returned from the South 
Korean army front. He was ob- 
viously impressed by the way the 
South Koreans have held their 
line against heavy enemy attacks 
while the Americans have been 


retreating steadily. 


“Our people have to learn— 


and they’re learning—that if we 
are going to win this war we have 
to get off the roads and take to 


the hills,” he said. 
“War.of Ambush.” 


The observer refused to be 


quoted but he continued: 


“This is primarily a guerrilla 
war fought by small groups of 
men on mountains and in valleys. 
It’s a war of ambush and conceal- 
ment. You cannot win that kind 
of war by riding to work.” ’ 

I talked with a young lieu- 
tenant, a veteran of the Pacific 
jungle fighting, as we watched 
our troops file silently past in 
another withdrawal. 


“I joined this outfit only two 
days ago as replacement officer,” 
he said, “and maybe I don’t know 
what I'm talking about. But I 
think what is wrong is we are 
fighting a European kind of war 
when we ought to be fighting a 
Pacific war.” 

Veterans of the Pacific war who 
‘have observed the fighting here 
from the start have known this 
all along, but the three top Amer- 
ican generals in Korea, including 
Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, com- 
mander of the ground forces, 

_ made their reputations in Europe. 
Most of their subordinates are 
ETO veterans with no experience 
‘in the Pacific. 

Rice Paddy Paths. 

There are plenty of paved high- 
ways in Europe. In Korea there 
are no highways for armored di- 
visions to roll down, even if we 
had an armored division. There 
are only narow dirt roads with 
rickety bridges and peasant paths 
through rice paddies. This is a 
foot soldiers’ war. 

There is a striking difference 
between approaches to fronts held 
b} the Americans and those held 
by the South Koreans. Driving 
up to the American front, one 
sees trucks and jeeps rushing pell 


mell in each, direction, mostly to} 


the rear, or closely. parked in the 
obvious place where one enemy 
shell could destroy the lot of 

them as has often happened. 
One sees practically no vehicles 
on roads leading to the South Ko- 
rean sector. For one thing, the 
South Koreans have only what 
we gave them, and many of them 
have broken down beyond repair.

T’S up to the doughboy again. 
| This fellow with the bent walk 

and a timeless weariness in his 
eyes is going to have to decide 
the issue in Korea. The crucial 
fighting is still the ground fight- 
ing. 
They wrote the doughfoot off 
after the First World War and 
said his role in battle was over, 
but they had to call him back by 
os millions in the Second World 

ar. 


And today it is American in- 
fantry that is most needed here— 
infantry equipped with modern 
infantry weapons in real quantity. 
The flyboys of the Air Forces 
thave done a tremendous job of 
rear-area bombing and frontline 
support, but this is not basically 
an air war. 

Guerrilla troops such as the 
North Koreans make poor tar- 
gets from above. Trying to 
bomb them into submission is 
like trying to wipe out all the 
ants in a pasture by peppering 
it at night with a scatter shot- 
| gun. 

However, many men with rifles 
can go through these mountains, 
ridge by ridge, and flush out the 
Reds, who lie hidden in the gul- 
lies and valleys. 

The invaders do have more 
tanks—better tanks—but it isn’t 
a lack of tanks that has chiefly 
hampered the Americans and 
South Koreans. The United Na- 
tions forces simply have lacked 
the manpower to form a solid 
continuous line that can sift out 
the infiltrating guerrillas and 
sweep the Reds back north like a 
rolled-up carpet. 

And someone will have to blow 
a bugle that will bring scores of 
thousands more doughboys into 
action—or the present retreats 
will go on until the line goes 
down to the water. 

More modern tanks would be 
welcome. Especially the new 
powerful thick-plated, hard-hit- 
ting General Patton tanks. For 
tanks always bolster infantry 
morale. Tankmen themselves 
don’t see tanks as the final an- 
swer. 

“This is no tank country,” said

Poor Psychology 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Why is it that Dr. George W. Crane, 
psychologist and religious writer, feels 
he is so eminently qualified to preach 
the laissez-faire, free enterprise, no-gov- 
ernment-interference doctrine under the 
cloak of religion and psychology? He 
has gone “back to McKinley” again in 
his tirade against “Socialism” in gov- 
ernment. 

He comes out with the idea that if 
we wish to “stimulate patriotism most 
effectively,” we must teach our people 
that ours is not a democracy, but a 
republic; that we must impress upon 
them that “we have a free enterprise 
system for playing our economic game 
of business and industry,” that Uncle 
Sam should mind his own business and 
“not run with the ball or compete with 
us players on this economic gridiron.” 

Free enterprise without government 
interference and government regulation 
died sometime around 1880, and it was 
killed, not by the government, but by 
the big business “Robber Barons.” Still 
we hear the old tune, “Let free enter- 
prise alone!” Free enterprise, however, 
implies competition. The only free en- 
terprise we have today is that which 
is forced upon big business by the peo- 
ple through their duly elected govern- 
ment. That is, indeed, why they are 
screaming so loud. What they want is 
not free enterprise; what they want is 
monopoly under the guise of free en- 
terprise. 

Socialism? Far from it. It is not only 
the right, but the duty of the govern- 
ment of a free people to regulate busi- 
ness and to furnish, at cost, those serv- 
ices which private industry cannot, or 
will not, provide. Uncle Sam has been 
in business ever since he started out. 
He has provided us with post offices and 
mail service, roads and highways, land, 
and an army for our protection. 

This country does not owe any able- 
bodied man or woman a living, but it 
does owe everyone—for its own pro- 
tection, if nothing more—some sort of 
an opportunity to make a decent living. 
If we allow Fascism, monopoly, and 
McCarthyism to eat away at our fiber 
while we are engaged in a death strug- 
gle with another idedlogy, then we have 
lost the cause for which we fight. 

If we hope to win the world-wide 
fight against totalitarianism—whether it 
bé?under the label of Communism or 
Fascism—we must devote ourselves to 
the task of providing the common peo- 
ple of the world with an opportunity 
to work out their own destinies under 
a free government.

Senator George of Georgia, chairman of the 
Senate ‘Finance Committee, opposes prompt 
action. He thinks an excess profits tax may be 
‘politically unavoidable, but he would like to de- 
lay legislation until next year. 

Senator George also favors delaying the ef- 
fective date of any increase in corporation in- 
‘seome tax rates. He would make the new rate 
“effective on 1951, not on 1950, income. Since 
corporations pay their taxes in the year after 
the income is earned, this would postpone until 
1952 actual collections under the new rates. 

If the excess profits tax were levied on the 
same principle, then it would be adopted in 
1951, become effective on 1952 income, and be 
paid during 1953. s 

There are strong reasons why Congress should 
act just as promptly on taxes as it is being 
urged to act on price and wage controls. As a 
matter of fact, if one had to choose between the 
two, one could make a persuasive case for the 
prior urgency of new taxes. A price and wage 
freeze would not by itself strike at the sources 
of inflation, whereas new taxes would do so 
by mopping up excess purchasing power which 
might otherwise bid up prices, It is essential 
that this process begin at once, along with the 
new military spending. 

If we need new taxes now, why should they 
not include an excess profits tax? One thing in 
favor of this tax is that nobody pays it unless 
he earns excess profits, The problem, then, is 
chiefly one of determining a fair base. Senator 
O’Mahoney suggests 75 per cent of average 
profits from 1947 to 1949. Others may have 
other ideas, but it should not be too difficult to 
agree on a reasonable standard of what shall be 
regarded as “excess” profits. 

Bernard M. Baruch, whose bold call for com- 
plete economic mobilization has swept the coun- 
try, declares that profiteering at home while 
Americans fight abroad is the “height of im- 
morality.” Taxes on profiteering should go into 
effect now, not one or two years from now. 
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Warning on Ballot Counting 


The Election Commissioners are to be con- 
gratulated on the last-minute instructions they 
have sent out for the counting of the primary 
day ballots, especially “opeunrag ballots. 

“Each of the judges xnd clerks is instructed to 
witness the counting and tallying of all ballots,” 
so runs the significant paragraph of the instruc- 
tions. “This applies to charter“@@blots as well as 
other ballots. Each judge and clerk must be sat- 
isfied that the ballots are accurately counted and 
the results properly certified to this office.” 

Experienced election officials will immediately 
recognize the significance of these words. Since 
Yes-or-No proposition ballots are much easier to 
count than those with long lists of candidates, 
they sometimes are turned over to only two of 
the workers in a polling place. The one reads 
off the votes; the other keeps the tally. The 
one cannot be sure that the votes are tallied as 
he calls them; the other cannot be sure that 
they are being called as they were marked. More 
than two pairs of eyes are needed. 

This is the fact of which the polling-place 
workers were reminded, this and the further 
fact that their results “will be closely scrutin- 
ized” at the headquarters of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. 

Understandably, these instructions may be re- 
sented by honest election workers. We do not 
blame them for their feelings. Unfortunately, 
the nature of the opposition made the instruc- 
tions necessary. The shoe is meant only for the 
foot it fits. 
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Arsenal in the Ruhr? 


The Atlantic Pact Council deputies, in making 
a bare announcement of agreement on certain 
methods of speeding up defense production, did 
not say what decision had been made regarding 
Western Germany. It is to be hoped that they 
decided to take advantage of the industrial 
capacity of West Germany, while maintaining 
proper safeguards against the possibility of an- 
other German aggression. 

For West Germany has the resources, the 
ability and a large number of unemployed work- 
men, Putting them to work in the free world’s 
mobilization effort would be of. tremendous as- 
sistance to the West. It also would give West 
Germany’s struggling economy a boost, a boost 
which would help prevent a drift to the East. 

The principal opponent of allowing any form 
of re-armament or arms production in West Ger- 
many has been France. But the French Gov- 
ernment indicated recently that it now favors 
arms factories in West Germany, provided that 
the present ban on arms or an army for Ger- 
mans remains in effect. 

Actually, it might not prove to be either nec- 
essary or desirable to go quite that far. Modern 
armed forces require large amounts of. such 
equipment as shoes and trucks—both of which 
West Germany is well able to produce in quan- 
tity—that are not, strictly speaking, arms, That 
kind of military equipment might be produced 
in German factories, while other countries made 
the tanks and rifles. 

There is risk in permitting German indtistry 
to produce any sort of military equipment. But 
with careful supervision and <outrols it can be 
minimized, and in this case it looks like a risk 
well worth taking, 
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Rich Haul in Gambling Devices

Is he in 
his seat when the roll is called on important 
issues? Or does he manage to be absent and so 
escape commitments which he may think will 
embarrass him with some of his constituents? 
Congressional Quarterly, a Washington report- 
ing ‘service, has just compiled a report on the 
number of times House members have got 
themselves “on the record” through votes, pairr 
or announcements. Here are the percentages o* 
times on record for Missouri's 13 Represent- 
ativeg for the first six months of 1950:

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A Dictator on the Way, Back 


Washington’s new policy of half-hearted friend- 
ship for the Argentine dictator, Peron, may cost 
the United States dearly in Brazil, the nation 
which has always regarded itself as Uncle Sam's 
best friend in Latin America. 

Peron has injected himself into the Brazilian 
presidential campaign now in progress. He is 
working for a come-back of the former dictator, 
Getulio Vargas, deposed in a bloodless military 
coup in 1945. Peron has bought up a number 
of Brazilian newspapers and has otherwise sup- 
plied monetary aid for the Vargas campaign. 
Could this money represent part of the State 
Department-approved loan to Peron? 


In any event, the loan certainly is resented 


in Brazil where sharp remarks are being made 
about how Washington neglects its friends and 
aids its adversaries. In his own way, the fire- 
eating Vargas will try to turn anti-American 
grumbling to his own advantage. Already he 
is blaming United States Ambassador Adolf 


‘Berle for his downfall. 


He is as much an opportunist as a demagogue. 
He is making deals with Brazil’s Communists as 
well as with its labor movement. His election 
would mean the establishment of a corporate 
staté and the abandonment of constitutional re- 
straints in the world’s second largest country, 
a country whose sparsely settled 50,000,000 peo- 
ple have just begun to tap its vast resources. 

The opposition to Vargas is colorless. Mild- 
mannered President Dutra’s Social Democrats 
are running an engineer, Christiano Machado, 
and the Democratic National Union is support- 
ing an air general, Eduardo Gomes. The Dutra 
candidate especially is feeling the resentment 
which stems from Brazil’s extreme postwar in- 
flation. For this, the United States also gets 
some blame. 

So there is a very real danger that Vargas— 
with his gift for putting on a fancy show—may 
make good on the slogan of his years out of 
power: Getulio Voltara, Getulio Will Come Back. 
If he does, he will not make life easier for us. 
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Arms Aid for Snout Bugs 

It’s an old summer-custom in Missouri to 
talk at great length about the prevention and 
cure of chigger bites. In this age of chemis- 
try, some pretty fancy words like dimenthyl 
phthalate get into the conversation. But so far 
as we are concerned—and this may be because 
of Yankee blood rather than Dixie blood—the 
talk never adds up to anything practical. 

We are not appeasers at heart, but it seems 
to us that the time has come to make a deal 
with the chiggers. Since it is only the young 
ones, the larvae, which bite, an educational 
campaign might be started to persuade them 
to behave like adults and be the respected 
scavengers of the insect world. The youngsters 
might be challenged to follow the example of 
their own elders, instead of that of their kins- 
men, the spiders, ticks and scorpions. 

But in this selfish era, it probably will not 
do to count on such an appeal to idealism. It 
might be better to fall back on snob appeal, 
and to encourage a more sophisticated taste 
in the chigger. It is known that chiggers can 
feed on more than 70 forms of animal life, in- 
cluding birds, turtles and rattlesnakes. Why 
not have a really first-rate French chef point 
out to the chiggers that human flesh is not 
worthy of a cultivated palate? Why not have 
him expand on the exquisite delicacy of a 
cold bird, terrapin and rattlesnake steaks? 

If this appeasement works no better than 
the late Mr. Chamberlain's, then we had better 
form an alliance. Happily, the chigger has a 
mortal enemy who hates him even more than 
we do. This, according to the Missouri Con- 
servationist, is the snout-bug, an insect embody- 
ing the most highly developed skills of Jim 
Londos and Willie Pep. On sight, he will “put 
a half-nelson on the chigger then, with several 
rapidly successive strokes of his beak-like snout, 
deliver the coup de grace.” 

Maybe we ought to skip the propaganda to

Perhaps it was only natural that; after 
the attack in Korea, a great many Ameri- 
can commentators proclaimed that the 
“cold war” had come to an end. That is 
not so. Local military action, limited ag- 
gression as in the case. of Korea, is no 
more than the normal extension of a war 
fought simultaneously on three other 
fronts — the moral, 
the political, and the 


precisely because of 
the multiple and 
complex nature of 
its threat that Sta- 
linism differs radi- 
cally from Hitlerism.

3 Weapons of Stalin 


On the plane of national morale it at- 
tempts by all means—especially through 
the threat of war and propaganda for 
peace—to break down all feeling of trust 
among non-Communist nations. Above all 
it attempts to create a deeply anti-Ameri- 
can prejudice, to strain the bonds exist- 
ing between the United States and the 
nations marked for Soviet penetration, 


These are the first three weapons* em- 
ployed by Stalinism in the civil war it is 
conducting in Asia and in Europe. Stalin 
counts. on them to reduce non-Commu- 
ist countries to a state of internal confu- 
sion, political disorder, moral isolation, 
and, ultimately, defeatist apathy. It is 
when this result is achieved, when the ter- 
rain has been thoroughly prepared, that 
Stalin can set in motion the fourth weapon 
of the civil war: a strictly limited mili- 
7 effort. . 

hat is the Stalinist method. In Korea 
it was followed with great precision. The 
military thrust came only after eve 
had been ‘Thus, when the West 
accepted combat, it had already lost the 
battles of economies, politics, and morale. 

If the Kremlin can succeed in a cer- 
tain number of such operations in Asia 
and in Europe, America’s choice then will 
be between accepting defeat in the world- 
wide civil war or deliberately provoking a 
world conflict. Eith

er, of course, would 
be an admission of failure. 

This means only one thing: America can- 
not afford to limit its policy to merely de- 
fining and strengthening a line of military 
containment. For the Stalinist method is 
to disregard such a line and refuse to at- 
tack it so long as it is solid. The Stalin- 
ists try to undermine. the line until it 
crumbles. 

Obviously the Communist sappers are at 
work in Asia. In Europe they are doing 
the same thing. 


Push Toward Fascism 


The Stalinists hope that a rightist Gov- 
ernment will be dnstalled in every capital 
of Europe. They want to see regimes so 
saz to the Right that they will look like 


The: Communists are well aware that 
ts a ro wad ted semen 
of any European country. Conseque ntly, 


far from building up any real defense or 
military potential against Communism, 
these regimes would inevitably produce 
the rot and despair of the nations they 
governed ; 

How far has this process progressed? 
If we look at Europe we are forced to 
admit that it is more advanced than most 
people would like to concede. In Ger- 
many, in Italy, in Belgium, the Socialist 
Parties are out of the Governments. The 
ground swell toward the Left, born of 
the war and of the liberation, little by lit- 
tle has lost its power. A reverse current 
toward the Right, especially in the past 
year, is more and more noticeable. 

In Germany, the most reactionary wing 
of the Christian Democratic Party is in 
control, with personal and almost abso- 
lute power wielded by Chancellor Ade- 
nauer. 


French Reaction Gains 


In Italy the anti-labor forces are so pow- 
erful that for some time now Italian in- 
dustrial management has been able to at- 
tack openly the few social reforms car- 
ried out since the war. 


In France the last few months have 
shown a whole series of significant and 
dismaying developments. ‘The first was 
something that had never happened since 
France’s liberation: The Socialist Party for 
five months was out of the government. 
The second was a clear reversal in the 
balance between social forces. In the last 
major strikes,‘of March and April, man- 
agement, for the first time, was not forced 
to yield to any real extent and, with tacit 
support from the Administration, was able 
to wait until labor-union resistance had 
spent itself. Finally, two men reappeared 
on the political scene who, more than any 
others, stand as symbols of the reaction- 
ary and defeatist bourgeoisie of before 
the war: Paul Reynaud, who was a mem- 
ber of the short-lived Queuille Cabinet, 
and Edouard Daladier. 

As for Belgium, it is common knowledge 
that King Leopold’s personal obstinacy and 
that of his supporters in the Christian 
Party have widened the chasm that di- 
vides the nation and have greatly ex- 
acerbated fll feeling between its classes. 

This, in the broadest outline, is the 
graph of Europe’s evolution as of today. 
Everywhere the drift toward reaction is to 
be found; everywhere it is rationalized as 
evidence of.the American alliance and 
anti-Stalinism. 


Not Only Arms 


That is how the Stalinist method works 
to weaken the fortress of Europe. And 
now there is a great danger that as a con- 
sequence of the Korean war western pol- 
icy will commit the error, hoped for and 
counted on by the Stalinists, of concen- 
trating solely on strengthening its mili- 
tary line of containment—at the cost of 
everything else.

Between Book Ends 


In the Style of John O’ Hara 


THE OLD MAN OF THE MOUNTAIN, by Allan Seager. 

(Simeon end Schuster, 278 pgs., $3.00. 

Allan Seager looks more than a little 
like his popular contemporary, John 
O’Hara, and his short stories bear an ever 
closer resemblance, in technique, style, and 
to some extent, in subject matter. 

There is a preciseness of observation, 
common to both these writers, which holds 
time and place constant. But instead of 
believing as Mr. O’Hara does that man’s 
innermost secrets are divulged by the rak- 
ish angle of his hat or the shiny Duesen- 
berg he drives, Mr. Seager takes a broader 
interest in the way character is manifested. 

The showpiece in this collection of Sea- 
ger’s magazine fiction of the past 15 years 
is the title story, “The Old Man of the 
Mountain,” winner in 1947 of the five- 
thousand-dollar first prize in the College 
Faculty Short Story Contest. 

Old Hank Childreth lived a hermit’s life 
on his ancestor’s farm outside a dusty Mis- 
souri village. Hank 
Was everyone’s pal 
until the motion pic- 
ture company left 
town after filming a 
trite screen version 
of Jesse James’s life. 
The traditional love 
scenes were made 
near a cave on Hank's 
property. When tour- 
ists began swarming 
over his land “be- 
cause they made a 
movie there” Old 
Hank loaded his dou- 
ble barrel, parked 
himself on a rock in 
the sun and blockaded the only road lead- 
ing to his hilly farm. 

The local chamber of commerce, worried 
that Hank would ruin the tourist trade, 
sent Luther the sheriff out to reason with 
Hank. “You'll get a stroke sitting there 
in this heat,” he said. Hank’s answer was 
as sound as the dollar the town was chas- 
ing, “It'll be a real stroke then and not 
a picture of one.” And Hank, a kind of 
symbol to “damn the whole twentieth cen- 
tury,” didn’t budge. 

It is as unlikely that John O’Hara would 
have written “The Old Man of the Moun- 
tain” as it’s possible that he might have 
produced “The Conqueror,” Seager’s con- 
tribution to the 1945 collection of O. Hen- 
ry Prize Stories. For the young soldier 
who in a drunken frenzy slugs a blind ac- 
cordion player at a second-class bar seems 
to step right from the pages of O’Hara’s 
shabby America. The Victory Girl who 
insists on buying the beer and promises 
19-year-old Arch Brady a big time later 
on would give any of O’Hara’s tough babes 
a run for her money. 

Or there is Eggleston in “The Bang on 
the Head.” He can’t understand why his 
fellow graduate instructor in German at 
the university received a raise of $75 per 
year and he didn’t. After a good deal of 
soul-searching, a few tears and lots of 
whisky, Eggleston still wonders why. The 
reader must decide for himself. 

Allan Seager, educated at Oxford and 
now an associate professor of English at 
the University of Michigan, is not very 
well known, although he is the author 
of two novels, “Equinox” and “The Inheri- 
tance.” Both these earlier books were gen- 
erally considered preliminaries to some- 
thing bigger and better. “The Old Man 
of the Mountain” is certainly not that 
event, but it does. serve to show that Sea- 
ger, who writes in many ways like the 
more prolific John O’Hara, has the ability 
and the spirit to write much better.

showed considerably greater self 
control and forebearance than it 
is given to most judges to pos- 
sess.” 

He dismissed also the Commu- 
nists’ contention that the New 
York district jury system exclud- 
ed Negroees, Jews and poorly 
paid workers and thus had pro- 
duced a jury prejudicial to the 
defendants, 

The case is expected to be car- 
ried to the Supreme Court. 

Ten Are at Liberty on Bond. 

Meanwhile, 10 of the 11 defend- 

ants remain at liberty on bond. 
The eleventh, Eugene Dennis, sec- 
retary of the American Commu- 
nist party, is in jail serving a 
one year sentence for contempt 
of Congress.

ers everywhere. 

These flowers are bestowed at 
the discretion of the producer. 
There's no set rule on plunging 
necklines. Television has no cen- 
sorship code except to adhere to 
standards of good taste. And of 
course that standard varies with 
different stations. 

When lovely Faye Emerson's 
TV attire became a matter of 
public discussion, she replied that 
her low-necked dress was appro- 
priate for that hour in the eve- 
ning, 11 o’clock. 

“If I were on at 6 o'clock, I'd 
dress differently,” said Faye. 

Meanwhile, the ladies on “Leave 
it to the Girls,” at an earlier hour 
of the evening, got the order to 
wear “sloping” rather than “plung- 
ing” necklines. 

That's the way TV has handled 
its censorship problem so far.

tiom from planning my meals 

according to all those 
principles of nutrition I follow so 
carefully during the rest of the 
year. There are so many .wonder- 
ful vegetables and fruits in 
market, and even these days there 
are occasional bargains.”

What she calls a va- 
cation from planning meals ac- 
cording to the principles of nu- 
trition does not mean that she is 
not feeding her family well.

We must do what we can do 
once the child is set. Nothing in 
a child’s way of life happens 
suddenly.

When the experiences a child 
has with life and people tend to 
teach him what we believe to be 
wrong — selfishness, dishonesty, 
crudeness, disregard for others— 
he will, for the time of his de- 
pendence, behave fairly well but 
once that time is past and he 
feels strength within himself, his 
growth having reached to that 
height, his conditioned self ap- 
pears. 

What you sow you reap. The 
seeds lie out of sight but there 
is life in them and they germin- 
ate, and when the time is up, they 
rise, overnight.

Clay Tile Table Tops 


We got talking the other day to 
a man in the tile business and he 
showed us a few things that or- 
dinary people can do with ordi- 
nary clay tile and with just ordi- 
nary skill. For example, there was 
a radiator enclosure top covered 
with tile and a coffee table 
covered with tile—both very nice. 


All you need for this job are a |, 


few 4% by 4% inch tile, some 
liquid tile cement and a flat top 
to set the tile onto. The flat top 
should be painted to prevent the 
wood absorbing the liquid tile 
cement. Any flat paint is okay to 
use here. After the paint is dry, 
you set the tile in place with the 
liquid cement. Leave about % 
inch between the tile. This seam 


gets filled later on with a cement |- 


grout—cement and water. Liquid 
tile cements are sold at hardware 
stores and they dry very rapidly. 
Once the cement is hard, spread 
the grout over the tile and then 
wipe it off. Some of the grout will 
be forced into the joints and this 
is where it remains—to dry hard.

Some players, for example, 
never permit a wild card to be 
used in taking the pack. You can 
take it, as always, if you can 
match the top card with a natural 
pair; or you can take it if the top 
card matches one of your previous 
melds; but you can never take it 
with one matching card and one 
wild card. 

There are two effects of this 
special rule; First, wild cards are

The opponents pro- 
tested that I couldn’t do so be- 
cause the discard matched a meld 
already on the table. What’s the 
rule? 

Answer: With only two excep- 
tions, you may always take the 
pack if you have a pair in your 
hand that matches the upcard. 
The exceptions are: If the upcard 
is a wildeard or black three; if 
you are unable to make the re- 
quired minimum using melds 
from your hand plus the value of 
the upceard. The fact that you 
have a meld of the same rank al- 
ready on the table doesn’t affect 
this in the slightest.

The profits were so large that 
Slater and Mrs. Bernard main- 
tained a permanent suite in a 
swank Miami hotel, kept a full- 
time $50-a-week secretary, and 
commuted between New York and 
Miami on almost a weekly basis. 

Mrs. Julia Stubbs, a former 
Miami school teacher, described 
herself at the trial as Slater’s 
secretary. She testified that the 
ring placed ads in Florida news- 
papers seeking babies for adop- 
tion and that to her knowledge 
Slater and Mrs. Bernard adopted 
at least a dozen babies from un- 
wed mothers. She also testified 
that she once went with Slater to 
Havana, Cuba, and acted as trans- 
lator “to interview expectant 
mothers about placing babies.” 

But the most damning testi- 
mony at the trial came from 
young women who told of turning 
over their babies to Slater, some- 
times for small sums in cash and 
sometimes only in return for care 
during their last weeks of preg- 
nancy. 

A 24-year-old woman testified 
that last year she gave up her 
newborn child for a small living 
allowance during the final days 
of her pregnancy and $15 in cash 
after the baby’s birth. One girl 
testified that a month before the 
birth of her child she was in 


Miami and read an ad in a paper 
saying that a childless couple was 
anxious to adopt a newborn baby. 
She got in touch with Slater 
through the ad and five days 
after the baby was born gave it 
to his secretary. Another testi- 
fied that she gave birth to a child 
out of wedlock in 1949 in Miami 
and met Slater through a news- 
paper ad. Slater gave her $100 
for her baby. Still another told 
of receiving $15 weekly from

Slater bought 
a son, born to the ironworker’s 
wife after only a few weeks of 
marriage, for $150. 


To prove that the profit side 
of Slater’s ledger was in a pretty 
healthy condition, the prosecution 
put on the stand the foster par- 
ents of six .infants obtained 
through the Brooklyn baby brok- 
er, who told of paying $1,600 to 
$2,000 for their babies. A 45- 
year-old stock clerk testified that 
after trying vainly to adopt a 
child through legal agencies, he 
was introduced to Slater in Flori- 
da and eventually secured a child 
from Slater for which he paid 
$1,700. A woman testified that 
she and her husband had se- 
cured a baby through Slater and 
that although he originally asked 
$2,000 for the baby, he reduced 
the price to $1,750 when she 
told him she couldn’t afford an- 
other cent. She gave him $500 
in cash and a promissory note 
for the balance due on the infant. 
In one case the prosecution was 
able to trace the same baby from 
its real to its foster parents. The 
baby was bought by Slater for 
$100 and sold for $1,750. 


The father of three sons, one 
less than a year old, Slater de- 
nied at the trial that there was 
any black-market tinge to his 
dealings. He said that there 
were always written agreements 
between the mothers of the chil- 
dren and the adopting couples 
and that that in itself refuted 
the black-market charge _ since 
“there are no agreements or rec- 
ords in a black market.” Mrs. 
Bernard denied flatly any part- 
nership with Slater and Wolfson 
told the jury that if there were 
any testimony that he'd taken 
money from Slater “you can find 
me guilty.” A jury of six men 
and six women took only eight 
hours to come to a decision. 
Slater was found guilty of seven 
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counts of violating the public 
health law on placing babies for 
adoption. Mrs. Bernard was con- 
victed on five public health law 
counts and Wolfson was acquitted.

Valente: “It was a sordid busi- 

hess, governed by the law of 
supply and demand.” 

Slater and his baby-courier 
Bess Bernard may receive some 
pretty stiff sentences when Judge 
Valente hands down his decision 
in the next few weeks, but, ac- 
cording to one New York public 
health official, there will always 
be a certain amount of black- 
market dealing in babies. 


“The principal reason that child- 
less couples go into the black 
market for an infant is that it 
takes years in most cases for agen- 
cies with high standards to reach 
the names on thé long list of cou- 
ples who are eager to adopt chil- 
dren,” he pointed out. 


This eagerness that makes a 
couple willing. to pay any price 
for a child was illustrated at the 
recent trial. A Bronx woman tes- 
tified that she and her husband 
had been childless nine years, 
and that after failing to adopt 
babies from legal agencies, she 
heard about Slater. After pre- 
liminary negotiations, he called 
her from Florida and she and her 
husband went to Miami Beach, 
where Slater turned a baby over 
to her in return for a $2000 check. 


“In an average year about 1500 
children are adopted legally in 
New York City,” an official point- 
ed out. “There are probably 10 
times that many couples who 
want children and can't get them.”

If South had played the hand 
expertly he could have held his 
loss to 500 points, but it was a 
very nasty contract to be in, and 
so there was nothing remarkable 
in the fact that he went down 
three tricks, 800 points, after 
West’s lead of the singleton dia- 
mond, 

Now let’s review the bidding, 
first taking up the East-West 
maneuvers. 

East’s double of one no-trump 
was certainly justified, and though 
West did not enter the auction 
over South’s two hearts, East still 
felt that he had not shot his full 
bolt. It is true that his double of 
two hearts was slightly dangerous 
—since his partner had not yet 
bid, this double also was techni- 
cally of the take-out variety, and 
if West could not stand it and 
had to bid at the three-level with 
a bad hand, the result might be 
unpleasant. However, while real- 
izing this, East felt that the situa- 
tion warranted further explora- 
tion and, as events transpired, he 
was right! 

West’s leave-in of the two-heart 
double was particularly shrewd. 
He had a very bad hand in most 
respects, but he did have an asset 
in his singleton diamond with 
three trumps, and with his spade 
holding back of South. Moreover, 
there was the significant point 
that when East doubled one no- 
trump after spades had already 
been bid, he was implying strong 
heart support (the other major 
suit). 

If South had passed over the 
double of one no-trump, it would 
have been West who had to find 
a bid, or if West also passed, 
North could escape to diamonds. 
North, however, had no reason to 
rail at his partner, because he 
himself might well have passed 
to South’s one spade!
